Art app 
isn’t in 
eye of 
Illinois 


Strict biometrics 
law may be why 
feature unavailable

The Google Arts & Cul- 
ture apps new feature 
seems to be everywhere as 
social media streams are 
flooded with photos of 
friends and the great 
works of art that resemble 
them — that is, nearly 
everywhere but Illinois. 

The state is one oftwoin 
the country where the 
Google app’s art selfie fea- 
ture — which matches 
users’ uploaded selfies 
with portraits or faces de- 
picted in works of art — is 
not available. Google won’t 
say why. But it’s likely 
because Illinois has one of 
the nation’s most strict 
laws on the use of biomet- 
rics, which include facial, 
fingerprint and iris scans. 

“They’re being overly 
cautious” by keeping the 
feature out of Illinois, said 
Christopher Dore, a part- 
ner at Chicago law firm 
Edelson, which has 
brought biometrics suits 
against tech companies in- 
cluding Facebook. 

Some Illinois residents 
are finding workarounds 
to discover their artwork 
look-alikes, sending selfies 
to out-of-state friends who 
will run their photo 
through the feature. Chi- 
cago resident Dominic 
Garascia was in Omaha, 
Neb., over the weekend for 
work and used the feature 
with no problem. 
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Trump seeks DACA ruling 


Administration goes straight to Supreme Court; 
program will go on during lengthy appeals process

WASHINGTON — The 
Trump administration said 
Tuesday it would ask the 
Supreme Court to decide 
the fate of so-called 
Dreamers, but leave the 
immigration program in 
place until then — a move 
that should provide more 
time for Congress and the 
White House to negotiate a 
permanent solution. 

The divisive issue has 


been at the center of talks 
between Democrats and 
Republicans to avert a gov- 
ernment shutdown Friday. 
The Justice Department 
said it will ask the high 
court to overturn a federal 
judge’s ruling that blocks 
President Donald Trump 
from ending Deferred Ac- 
tion for Childhood Ar- 
rivals, an Obama-era pro- 
gram that now offers pro- 
tection from deportation 
for about 700,000 people 
who were brought to the 
US. illegally as children. 


But a Supreme Court 
ruling could easily take 
months, and the Justice 
Department — in an un- 
usual move — said it does 
not plan to ask the court to 
put the judge’s ruling on 
hold. 

That means that DACA 
holders for now can apply 
to renew their protections, 
which were due to begin 
expiring on March 5.

Similar case in U. of I. kidnap mystery 


Alleged rebuff 


of suspect may 
be kept from trial

The young University of 
Illinois graduate student 
was walking to a bus stop 
one morning last June 
when a clean-cut man 
wearing aviator sunglasses 
pulled up ina black car and 
flashed a badge. 


He said he was a cop 


about a half-mile 


from 


I. doctoral student charged 


doing “some undercover 
work in the area” and 
asked the woman to get in 
the car to answer ques- 
tions, according to a recent 
court filing. When she re- 
fused, the man told her to 
call police if she saw any- 
thing suspicious in the area 
and then drove away. 

Later that day, Chinese 
visiting scholar Yingying 
Zhang was captured on 
surveillance video waiting 
near a bus stop on the 
north end of campus, 


where the first woman had 
her encounter. A black 
Saturn Astra pulled up to 
Zhang, and she could be 
seen talking to its driver 
before getting in the vehi- 
cle before it drove off. 

Zhang has not been seen 
or heard from since. 

The similarities be- 
tween the two incidents — 
which occurred four hours 
apart on June 9 — were 
revealed Monday ina filing 
by attorneys for Brendt 
Christensen, a former U. of 


with kidnapping, torturing 
and killing Zhang in a case 
that rattled the Cham- 
paign-Urbana campus and 
sent shock waves through 
China. 

Christensen’s attorneys 
have asked a federal judge 
to keep testimony about
